“The Legacy of the Ancient World,” by 
Mr. W. G. de. Burgh, M.A., Professor of 
Philosophy at University College, Reading, is 
a book to be heartily recommended for its 
systematic thoroughness, its scholarly style 
and the soundness of its judgments. 

The author's aim is to show what Israel, 
Greece and Rome were in the days of their 
glory, and then to trace the influences which 
xi from, these great nations, setting 
orth the contributions which each made to 
the evolution of civilisation. He assumes no 
previous knowledge of his subject in 
reader, and writes with that simplicity which 
is the final achievement of learning. The 
book is arranged on a plan which renders it 
especially ee to students, with tables and 
references, and the chief points are illustrated 
by such apt quotations as adorn the eloquence 
of an enthusiast. 

The Greeks were-the first race to realise; in 
AB sa and in theory, the worth of individual 
iberty; they gave the world art and 
philosophy. Since, however, man is required 
} to act in accordance with the facts of human 

nature and the world of experience, there 
must be an adjustment between liberty and 
external authority. This was achieved by 
Rome. An ideal goal must be before man 
and nation if there is to be moral progress. 
The Hebrews preached this ideal. “ Freedom, 
law and the Kingdom of God,” says Mr. de 
Burgh—*‘ there form the threefold legacy of 
antiquity to the modern world.”’ 

This theory, which contrasts with the con- 
tempt for antiquity manifested in such super- 
ficial essays as “ The Outline of History, by 
Mr. H. G. Wells—a book which is the very 
antithesis; in everything except its scope, of 
the volume before us—is expounded in twelve 
chapters. Having surveyed the dim empifes 
of the East, the author shows how Israel, in 
its prophets, destroyed the tribal faiths which 
pwere the bonds of -harbarism. Then he 
describes the Rise of Hellenism and the great- 
ness of Athens—q uot ing liberally from 
Mahaffy—and proceeds to Rome and the 
Empire. <A chapter each is devoted to the 
Decline and Fall, and to the influence of the 
antique legacy in the Middle Ages. A closing 
chapter, ' On Progress.” is an essay which 
disposes of modern doubts as to the enduring 
inspiration of classical antiquity. , 

At a time when courses of universal history

London is still the capital city of a world 
which still looks for leadership to the 
political intelligence of the English people. 
These facts sometimes are forgotten—some- 
times England herself, in moods of national 
pessimism, fears that her primacy has de- 
patted—but they are re-established by 
every new crisis in human affairs. The 
Great War was such a crisis; and hardly 
less critical, in its way, for the ‘fortunes 
‘of civilisation was the general election 
which was decided on' Wednesday by the 
votes of sixteen million citizens of these 
islands. The. “issue was of universal 
moment—a conflict between an ancient 
and well-tried system of government and 
a new system which, in Bolshevist Russia, 
has welded the economic theories of Marx 
with the social theories of Rousseau. The 
new system had flung its challenge 
audaciously at the country whose example 
had planted the old system in every 
civilised community of both hemispheres. 
If Socialism had won the late election 
and Mr. Ramsay Macdonald had received 
a popular mandate for his full pro 
| gramme, the reactions on Europe and 
America would have been swift and far- 
reaching. Therefore, the world watched the 
course of the élections with the closest 
and most anxious interest. The results 
of a similar struggle in France, Germany 
or even the United States would be im- 
portant: here they must be not merely 
important, but vital. If Socialism should 
ptevail in Great Britain, what other 
country could hope to be a more success- 
ful champion of the old order? 

The first result of Conservatism’s 

splendid victory in England became 

manifest on the foreign bourses, A. new 

feeling of confidence expressed. iteell 

instantly in the world of international 

finance, Everywhere—in America, France, 

‘Germany, Italy, Holland, Spain, Scan- 

dinavia—the exchanges moved in favour 

of the British pound. The satisfaction 

and relief of all these peoples are re-l 
vealed in the comments of their news: 
papers. Naturally, the British Dominions 
overseas are unanimous in their welcome 
to a Conservative Administration. They 
are thoroughly democratic peoples, for 
whom government. by Labour has no 
terrors; but they are resolved to keep 
international Communism at arm’s length, 
and they rejoice that Mr. Macdonald's 
disquieting transactions with it have been 
repudiated by the British working classes. 
Furthermore, the Dominions know that 
Mr. Baldwin may be trusted to frame 
a definite policy of imperial defence 
and of co-operation in imperial trade, In 
Western Europe, where every country has 
been invaded, in greater or less degree, 
by the forces of Communism, the defeat of 
open joy.

The Republican Failure. 

The result of the election in Fermanagh 
and Tyrone, with its huge turnover of 
votes, has been much discussed to-day. It 
is so totally different from the former 
result that people here find it difficult to 
understand. It seems evident on the face 
of the return that many people preferred to 
vote Conservative rather than be repre 
sented by Republicans, In the circum. 
stances, the result is looked upon as 
another important factor in the argument 
for an agreed settlement betwin the 
South and the North on the bonndary 
question.
